NEW BOARD HOLDS FIRST 
MEETING THIS MORNING 


Hereafter Regular Meetings 


Will Have to Be Called to 
Order on Time, 


The first meeting of the new board 
of city commissioners was held in the 
council chamber this morning. at 11 
o'clock, There were present: Mayor 
McNamara, Commissioners Chalmers, 
Harrison, Booth and Saunders. Com- 
missioner McLean's duties as ai city 
commissioner ended with the month of 
January, and Commissioner Saunders, 
who takes his place, moved, seconded 
by Commissioner Harrison, that Mr, 
McLean be appointed as assistant city 
engineer at a salary of $300 a month. 
Commissioner Saunders referred to the 
work done by Mr. McLean, first as city 
engineer of Strathcona and then as 
cliy commissioner 

Commissioner Harrison said that he 
wanted to: see Mr. McLean appointed 
ns assistant to the city engineer, be- 
Heving that he would be able, with his 
comprehensive knowledge of the city 
and the city’s affairs, to do good work 
in that capacity. 

Commissioner Booth stated that he 
was quite agreeable to the appoint- 
ment, and believed that Mr, MeLean 
could easily save his salary many times 
over in the capacity of assistant to the 
city engineer, 

Secretary English raised the point 
that all officials under the superin- 
tendents are usually appointed by the 
heads of departments. Commissioner 
Chalmers also pointed out that the city 
engineer should at least have been 
made acquainted with the intentions 
of the board. He asked Commissioner 
Saunders .if he had talked over -the 
appointment with the city engineer, 
and received a negative reply, 

Now Practically Settled. 

The mayor was noty present’ at the 
time the appointment “of Mr. McLean 
was discubsed, having left on other 
business, but stated afterward that he 
agreed with Mr. Chalmers that the city 
engineer should have been conferred 
with in reference to the appointment. 
Commissioner Saunders agreed to take 
the appointment up with Mr, Latornel, 
but the motion was carried by the 
board and the matter is now prac- 
tically settled, 

The new commission board passed a 
motion this morning to the effect that 
all meetings In future will be held on 
time and at the same hours as in the 
past, namely, Monday and. Friday 
mornings at 10 o’clock, and Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

It was moved by Commissioner 
Chalmers and duly carried that in 
future the charges made to the fire 
department for fire hydrants be raised 
from $30 to $50. 

The construction of a secondary 
trunk sewer in the Irvine estate was 
approved by the board and this work 
authorized, <A force of men started out 
to open up the work this morning. 
Digging will start at the corner of 
Seventh street east and Second avenue 
south, and will continue along Seventh 
street to Eighth avenue south. 


Recommendations Laid Over. 

Deputy Finance Commissioner Rich- 
ardson recommended that the civic 
building be in charge of FE. T, Baines 
In future, that each commissioner be 
allowed a stenographer, and that Sec- 
retary English have two assistants, one 
of which would be a filing clerk. These 
recommendations were laid over to be 
considered at a later meeting. 

Prof. W. H. Alexander submitted a 
letter to the commissioners protesting 
against the proposed new car service 
for the Bonnie Doon residents, He 
emphasized the fact that the new 
echedule will prompt many people to 
discontinue the use of the cars, The 
letter was referred to Commissivuner 
Chalmers,

SHARP FIGHTING 


IS IN PROGRESS 
IN HAYTIEN TOWN 


Feared Gonaives Has Been 
Burned Down by Rebel 
Troops, 


HAYT| DEMANDS SAILORS 
WITHDRAWN FROM PORT 


Military Governor Suppressing 
All Attempts at Revolution- 
ary Outbreak, 


Port Au Vrince, Hayti, Feb, 2.—Sharp 
fighting has occurred at Gonaives be- 
tween the followers of the two rival re- 
volutionary leaders, Senator Davilmor 
Theodore and General Oreate Seamor 
formerly government delegate at Hay- 
tien, 

Only the most meagre details were 
obtainable today about the batue, 
These came from the crews of the Hay- 
tien naval service which were in the 
roadstead of Gonaives and which left 
hurriedly as soon as the fighting 
started, : 

The war craft arrived hete today and 
their officers assert that they saw 
flames rising over a vast area giving 
reason for the bellef that the city of 
Gonaives had been set on fire. 

The German cruiser Vineta left im- 
mediately for Gonaivex to investigate, 
Will Take Command. 

Senator Theodore, who announced 
several days ago that he would take 
supreme command gf the rebels, was 
understood to be marching with his 
followers on the capital, His rival, 
General Zamor, was reported to have 
left Gonaiyes for the same destination 
‘at the head of a body of revolutionaries, 

A demand for the withdrawal of the 
Jerman and American blue jackets and 
marines from, Hayli capital was pre- 
sented today to the members of the 
foreign diplomatic corps by the citizens 
committee of public safety, 

The committee points out that per- 
fect tranquility has prevailed for some- 
time in the capital and that therefore 
there is no necessity for further presa- 
ence of foreign troops. . 

Port Au Prince forbade the landing 
of a party of 16 prominent exiles who 
arrived here yesterday on board the 
Jerman steamer Sardinia. Among them 
were General Horelle Monplaiser for- 
mer minister at Washington, The Sar- 
dinia later left_ for Jamaica with the 
exiles all on board. 

Rebels Were Shot. 

Reports from the south indicate that 
serious disturbances have taken place 
there, Firing squads of government 
troops have executed a number of lead- 
ing revolutionaries at the ports of Aux 
Cayes and Aquin, Among those killed 
was M, Lavieux a former deputy and a 
prominent politician, 

General Dartigue the military gover- 
nor of the southern province, is acting 


with yigor and suppressing with a 
strong hand all attempts at a reyolu- 
tionary outbreak, 


AWFUL DEATH IS THE 
FATE OF TWO MEN IN 
LOADING OF DYNAMITE 


St John, Feb. 2.—John Olsen, aged 
29, superintendent of the blasting 
crew of the Courtenay Construction 
company, on the breakwater construc- 
tion work at Courtenay bay and An- 
drew Damon, aged 25, a powderman, 
met an awful death this morning when 
several holes which they were loading 
with dynamite went off prematurely. 

Pamon's body was literally torn to 
pieces by the explosion and scattered 
about the ground for several hundred 
yards while Olson's body was badly 
mutilated and hurled nearly 300 yards 
from the scene of the accident 

The men had set to work to load 
several holes with G@ynamite and were 
working on the last hole when the ac- 
cident occurred, What caused the 
terrible fatality will, probably, never 
be known, as the yictims were the 
only men in the Muelle at the time.
